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MAIN FEATURES 


Note: This publication includes prelin- 
inary estimates of unemployed persons as 
well as preliminary estimates of employed 
persons and persons not inthe labour 
force. The publication "Unemployment, 
Australia, Preliminary Estimates"(6201.0) 
which contained the first release of un- 
employment estimates has been discont- 
inued from the December 1982 issue. 


In February 1983 there were an estimated 
7,001,900 persons in the labour force, 
of whom 6,255,600 were employed and 
746,300 unemployed. There were an est~- 
imated 4,457,000 persons aged 15 and over 
who were not in the labour force. The 
unemployment rate was 10.7 per cent and 
the labour force participation 
61.1 per cent.

Between January and February, employment 
increased 90,900, unemployment increased 
54,600 and persons not inthe labour 
force decreased 123,900. The unemployment 
rate increased from 10.1 to 10.7 per cent 
and the participation rate increased from 
59.9 to 61.1 per cent. | 


In seasonally adjusted terms, the number 
of employed persons showed little change 
between January 1983 and February 1983, 
while the number of unemployed persons 
increased 29,100. The unemployment’ rate 
increased from 9.2 to 9.6 per cent and 
there was litte change in the partic- 
ipation rate, 


PART 1. LABOUR FORCE ESTIMATES 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 
Introduction 


This publication is generally 
released in the third week following com- 
pletion of interviews in the monthly 
population survey (see paragraph 2). 
Part 1 contains preliminary estimates of 
the civilian labour force derived from 
the labour force survey part of the 
monthly population survey. Revised and 
more detailed estimates will be published 
in "The Labour Force, Australia" (6203.0), 


The population survey 


in The population survey is based on 
a multi-stage area sample of private 
dwellings (about 30,000 houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, 
motels, etc.) and covers about two-thirds 
of one per cent of the population of 
Australia. The information is obtained 
from the occupants of selected dwellings 
by carefully chosen and specially trained 
interviewers. The interviews are 
generally conducted during the two weeks 
beginning on the Monday between the 6th 
and 12th of each monthe The information 
obtained relates to the week before the 
interview (i.e. the survey week). 


Scope

Definitions 


4. The labour force category to which 
a person is assigned depends on his 
actual activity (i.e. whether working, 
looking for work, etc.) during the survey 
week. The following definitions, which 
conform closely to the international 
standard definitions specified by the 
International Labour Organisation (ILO), 
relate only to those persons within the 
scope of the survey.

than four weeks up to the end 
of the survey week; on strike 
or locked out; on workers’ 
compensation and expected to 
be returning to their job; or

(d) were employers or self- 


employed persons who had a 
job, business or farm, but 
were not at work.

Part-time workers are 
those who usually work less than 35 hours 
a week and who did so during the survey 
week. When recording hours of work, 
fractions of an hour are disregarded.

13. Estimates back to August 1966 on a 


basis comparable with those in this 
publication are published in "The Labour 
Force, Australia" (6204.0) beginning with 
the 1978 issue. 


Comparability of series 


14. Labour force surveys for February 
1978 and subsequent months have been con- 
ducted during a two-week period, whereas 
formerly the period was four weeks. The 
change of timing may affect the level of 
the figures for any month, but part~- 
icularly for months during which the 
labour force status of the population may 
be changing rapidly. 


Reliability of the estimates 


15. Since the survey 
based on information obtained from 
occupants of a sample of dwellings they, 
and the movements derived from then, are 
subject to sampling variability; that is,

all dwellings had been included in the 
surveye One measure of the likely 
difference is given by the standard 


error. There are about two chances in 
three that a sample estimate will differ 
by less than one standard error from the 
figure that would have been obtained if 
all dwellings had been included in the 
survey, and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the difference will be less 
than two:standard errors. 


16. Because of the introduction of the 
new sample of dwellings in October 1982, 
there was not the usually high proportion 
of dwellings common to each of two con- 
secutive surveys and the standard errors 
of movements between September and 
October are therefore higher than normal. 
For details see the October 1982 issue of 
this publication. 


Lvs Standard errors of estimates for 
the latest month and of estimates of 
movements since the previous month are 


shown in the tables. Standard errors of 
other estimates and other movements’ may 
be determined by using information in the

18, Very small estimates have not been 


included because they are subject to high 
relative standard errors. Although 
figures for these small components can in 
some cases be derived by subtraction, 
they should not be regarded as reliable.

that if all dwellings had been 
included in the surveys the 
movement would have been with- 
in the fatige +2,900 to +13, 700 
and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that it would have been 
within the range -2,500 to

Seasonal adjustment 


20. Seasonally adjusted

in these tables have been revised 
since the January 1983 issue of this 
publication. As happens with all season- 
ally adjusted series,the seasonal factors 
are reviewed annually, the latest review 
being in February 1983 which revised the 
monthly series back to February 1978.

Ble The seasonal adjustment factors 
have been calculated on the basis of 
five years of monthly data. This is a 
relatively short series of data on which 
to base the calculation of seasonal 
factors particularly when the pattern of 
movement is changing from year to year. 
This changing pattern is most marked in 
the unemployment figures where the large 
increases in recent months may be accomp- 
anied by changes in the seasonal patterns 
which will not become apparent until 
later years. As a result the current 
seasonal adjustment might prove to be in- 
adequate or need to be substantially re- 
vised. Care should be exercised in inter- 
preting current movements based on these 
seasonally adjusted estimates.

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PART 2. GOVERNMENT EMPLOYMENT 


EXPLANATORY NOTES 


This part contains details of the numbers of employees of 
government bodies. More information will be published in The 
Labour Force, Australia (6203.0). Figures for months prior to 
May 1980 were published in Civilian Employees, Australia 
(6213.0). 


2. Government employees comprise not only administrative 
employees but also all other employees of government bodies 
(Commonwealth, State, local and semi-government) on services 
such as railways, road and air transport, banks, postal and 
telecommunications, etc. Generally, Commonwealth govern- 
ment employees are included in the figures if they are on the 
payroll on the last working day of the month, whereas for State 
and local government the reporting date is usually the last day 
of the last pay period ending in the month. 


3. Data shown for defence forces include all permanent 
defence personnel in Australia and overseas. Other government 
employees based overseas are excluded, as are employees of 
foreign governments in Australia. 


Comparability of labour force survey estimates and government 
employment figures 


4. The government employment figures shown in Table 7 are 
not strictly comparable with the labour force survey estimates 
included in Part | of this publication and in other ABS 
publications. Persons in the survey are allocated to an 
appropriate labour force category according to their activity 
during the survey week. If they had more than one job in that 
week only the job in which they usually worked the greater 
number of hours is considered. The government employment 
figures are derived from payroll data, and although some 
returns are adjusted to exclude some part-time employees 
considered to have full-time jobs elsewhere, some persons will 
be included even though their government job is not their main 
one. Other reasons for difference are that the survey estimates 
are subject to sampling variability, and the reference periods of 
the two collections are different.
